The suggestion that he was the 
victim of an accident or shot him self 
is discounted by the fact that his gun 
and ammunition and ail Ida valuables 
had been taken 
An old cap and several shattered 
tw igs were picked up hi front of the 
body. 
T hese bits of wood, the author­ 
ities say, show that the charge of shot 
came from som e distance and not from 
Denny's own gun. 
An exam ination of 
the wound in Denny’s face seem s to 
indicate that two charges struck him 
and that the shot was not of the size 
he used. 
The police have arrested 
three negroes who admit they talked 
with Denny early on Friday afternoon, 
but they declare they know nothing 
of the shooting.
